Hit Miss Brown, He Writes, When She Refused to. 
“Marry a Poor Man’—Thought Her Dead, So 
Set Her on Fire—Boasts of Escape. 


Bernardsville, N. J., Feb. 23 (A.P.).— 
The man who killed Miss Margaret 
Brown with fire confessed to police to- 
day—but he did it anonymously by 
mail and warned them that he would 
never be captured alive. 

The police received the confession in 
an envelope posted in Newark Tuesday 
and which also contained two bonds 
for $1,000 each and $500 in cash. The 
bonds had belonged to Miss Brown, who 
had obtained them from her broker on 
Monday, a few hours before she was 
killed. 

That the confession was accompanied 
by these bonds precluded the possibility 
that the writer was a crank attempting 
to perpetrate a hoax. 

Miss Brown, governess for a Park 
avenue family in New York, was found 
flaming like a human torch behind a 
hot dog stand on the highway between 
Bernardsville and Morristown and died 
without regaining consciousness. 

The writer of today’s letter said that 
after striking Miss Brown unconscious 
when she “refused to marry a poor 


man” and repulsed his advances, he 
had poured gasoline from is automo- 
bile over her and set her afire. 

“I have a good car and new tires,” 
the letter concluded, “and I am signing 
out, God knows where—to hell I sup- 
pose. 
Shall] have a good start on you. I am 
going to go until my money gives out 
and then when I am caught I have 
something with me to end it all before 
they can do anything.” 

The letter read, in part: 


sending you these bonds of Miss Brown, 
knowing you will take care of them be- 
fore any one else gets them. I am very 
remorse. I had been drinking. 

“I met Miss Brown in Buffalo and 
then again in Newark two years ago. |] 
left Newark at 4:15 on Monday and 
reached New York at 7:15 and met Miss 
Brown. I had two bottles of wine and 
we both drank some. 1 drove out to 
Lover’s Lane, where there was a large 
car parked. I drove around until the

The House adopted an amendment

Would Provide Licenses,

Served in Marist College and 
Was Chaplain With

The Rev. Aloysius A. Pelletier, pro- 
fessor of dogmatic theology at Marist 
College, Brookland, and former shaplain 
of the American Expeditionary Forces, 
died yesterday at Georgetown Univer- 
sity Hospital, following an operation 
for appendicitis, with which he was 
stricken last Saturday. 

Father Pelletier was born in Van 
Buren, Me., on July 23, 1886, and at- 
tended St. Mary’s College, conducted by 
the Marist Fathers in Van Buren.

AED ENEWS ATTACK 


ON UNNECESSARY LAWS 


“Snoopers and Spies Prying 
Into Trade and Business,”’ 
Senator Asserts. 


ASSAILS NATIONS’ LEAGUE 


Denver, Feb. 23 (A.P.).—Setting off 
the fires of the Presidential campaign 
in the fourth State in as many days, 
Senator James A. Reed, of Missour!, 
tonight put his plea for a “united and 
militant Democracy” before a huge 
audience in the Denver City Audito- 
rium. 

The Missouri! presidential candidate 
renewed his warfare on “corruption at 
Washington” and called for a cam- 
paign on the issue of “restoration of 
honesty to the Government,” but he 
also struck out at the League of Na- 
tions and the “army of snoopers and 
spies.” 

Without naming the “unnecessary 
laws” to which he referred, the sen- 
ator declared “the snoopers and spies 
swarm over the land like the lice of 
Eg devouring the substance of the 
people; prying into their private af- 
fairs, and regulating their trade and 
business. 

“What wonder that the average 
man,” he continued, “has come to re- 
gard the law as a sword of oppression 
rather than a shield of protection 
Basically, many of these regulatory 
statutes are mistaken or vicious be- 
cause they invade the realm of morals. 

“We seek to do by legislative enact- 
ment that which belongs to the school, 
the church and the home. We fail. be- 
cause a constable can not take the 
place of a minister or a priest, neither 
can the coercions of a police matron gt 
substituted for the precepts of 
mother. 

“Like it or not, the cold fact is that 
no people will obey a law they do not 
respect. And no law can be enforced 
by officers which is not in the vast 
majority of instances voluntarily obeyed 
and enforced by the people.” 

Senator Reed made it clear, however, 
that he felt it the “high duty” of all 
law officers to enforce that which they 
take oath to enforce and if laws are to 
be laid aside “they must be repealed 
in the way set out by the Constitution.” 

Taking a fling at the League of Na- 
tions, which the Missourian helped to 
defeat in the Senate, he declared “those 
who sought to establish the League of 
Nations sought to set up a world au- 
thority, which, had it fully functioned, 
would have controlled the destinies of 
all nations, save that of the masters of 
the league.”’

NEW YORK-BERMUDA

National Aeronautical Asso- 
ciation Wants Island to 
Provide Safety Devices.

The National Aeronautic Association 
still is willing to consider a seaplane 
race between New York and Bermuda, 
provided the Bermuda authorities com- 
ply with regulations considered by the 
association to be necessary as safety 
precautions.

THE NAVAL PROGRAM, 


The House committee on naval affairs has 
decided to report a bill providing for fifteen 
cruisers and one aircraft carrier. The cruisers 
will be 10,000-ton vessels, carrying 8-inch 
guns, costing about $17,000,000 each, and the 
aircraft carrier will be of 13,800 tons displace- 
ment, costing about $19,000,000. The com- 
mittee makes no provision for destroyer lead- 
ers, aS they are already authorized, and no 
provision is made for submarines, presumably 
because the Navy Department has not yet 
completed plans for a superior type. 

The committee has agreed upon a time 
limit of six years for completing the fifteen 
cruisers and the airplane carrier. 
national agreement for the further limitation 
of naval armament should be reached and 
signed by the United States, the President is 


authorized to suspend construction of the new 
vessels.

This moderate program is in line with pub- 
lic sentiment and ought to meet the approval 
of Congress. It certainly does not have any 
of, the aspects of ‘sheer madness,’ and no 
foreign government can possibly apprehend 
that it is either a sign that the United States 
is about to engage in competitive building or 
that this Nation is preparing for war. The 
program is reasonable in money expenditure, 
and does not interfere with other national 
needs or with tax reduction. At the same 
time, it makes provision for needed vessels, 
and prevents the undue deterioration of the 
Navy. When all the vessels provided for are 
completed, the Navy will still be greatly in- 
ferior in fighting power to the navies o€ Great 
Britain and Japan. The naval committee’s 
program does not by any means bring the 
United States up to the 5-5-3 ratio. 

The paragraph authorizing suspension of 
the building program is well guarded. Only 
after the United States has actually signed an 
international limitation agreement can the 
President halt the building of the new ships. 


There is no danger to 


in agreeing such a 
provision, for an international agreement is 
not in sight. On the contrary, all signs point 
to the abandonment of the present naval limi- 


tation treaty upon its expiration. 


FRANCE TAKES ANOTHER, 

The time has come to take notice of French 
tennis. The third title previously held by 
Americans has gone abroad. Pierre Etche- 
baster, court tennis champion of France, made 
short work of Jack Soutar in an American pro- 
fessional championship match at Philadelphia, 
and the new honor goes to join the singles 
title and Davis cup, which American lawn 
tennis players must from now on seek to re- 
gain.

Philadelphia merchants estimated 
that the sesqui crowds left in the city about 
$17,000,000, only a comparatively small pro- 
portion of which represented profits. 

If New York chooses to promote a world’s 
fair in 1932, investing therein $100,000,000, 
it is its own business. If the exposition should 
prove to be another Sesquicentennial flop, 
however, and in the blase, sophisticated Ameri- 
ca of today there is no reason to believe that 
this fair would prove any more popular than 
the other, it may become everybody’s business.

NEW YORK’S EXPOSITION SCHEME. 


The year and four months that have passed 
since the Philadelphia Sesquicentennial Expo- 
sition closed its gates to the public have been 
ample to erase all recollection of its bitter 
side. There must be Philadelphians, who in 
roseate expectation of financial killings in- 
vested hard cash in the enterprise, who are 
competent and willing to discourse at length 
on world’s fairs in general, but the rest of 
the world has forgotten what happened in 
1926 in the Quaker City. In 1932 the Nation 
will celebrate the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington. President Cool- 
idge has appointed a commission to decide 
how the occasion can be most fittingly ob- 
served. Without waiting for its final report, 
individuals here, there and everywhere are 
putting forth helpful suggestions. 

A year ago a movement was started locally 


‘looking toward promotion of a world’s fair in 


Washington to commemorate the event. There 
were to be industrial and educational exhibi- 
tions, State buildings, possibly a midway, so 
the story went; millions would be attracted 
to the Capital City and the coffers of merchants 
would be filled to overflowing. Attention was 
called quietly to Philadelphia’s experience, 
however, and the movement died a quick and 
painless death, 

Now New York City enters the picture, its 
board of aldermen having unanimously in- 
dorsed an international exposition for 1932 to 
signalize the bicentenary of George Washing-: 
ton’s birthday. The project, it was said, would 
do much to relieve the city’s unemployment 
problem and this would be in harmony with 
the governor’s campaign against unemploy- 
ment. Congress would appropriate, proponents 


City officials and their 
relatives have not been immune.

When pub- 
lic officials have sought to intervene in the 
name of law and order they have been at- 
tacked by all of the criminal elements, 

Conditions in Chicago are beyond doubt 
due to a policy of temporizing with lawless- 
ness. The law-abiding element must take 
control, at all costs, or the second city in the 
United States will become an outlaw, ruled by 
criminals for criminals. *

If it is mandatory 
to take the census for a certain purpose 
does not the mandate continue until 
that purpose is carried out?

HARNESSING THE JORDAN. 


The development of cheap electric 
power by the Rutenberg power plant 
is expected to be a boon to manufac- 
turers in Tel-Aviv and the surrounding 
country, says Commerce Reports. 
Though many of the industries have 
been shut down on account of the 
preseijS economic crisis, it is antici- 
pated that, as the crisis subsides, these 
will reopen. 

The Rutenberg plan, which has the 
official sanction of the Palestine gov- 
ernmert in the form of a concession 
for 70 years to the Palestine Electric 
Corporation, Ltd., Tel-Aviv, Palestine, 
calls for the harnessing of the Jordan 
River at intervals from its source to 
the point where it empties into the 
Dead Sea, in addition to the utilization 
of the waters of the Yarmuk River in 
the sanré manner. The first dam will 
be constructed at the point where the 
Jordan River leaves Lake Tiberias (the 
Sea of Galilee) with a power house at 
the town of Abadieh. Between these 
two pcints there is a fall of 40 meters 
in eight miles. see 

It aas been estimated that when the 
first stage of the development is com- 
pleted a supply of 170,000,000 kilowatt 
hours of energy per year will be pro- 
vided. As consumption, according to 
the present requirements, will be 20,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours a year, there will 
be a considerable surplus for new in- 
dustr’a] enterprises. 

In addition to the hydroelectric de- 
velopment, the Rutenberg scheme also 
calls ior the construction of a system 
of irrigation ditches, which would con- 


vert many large sections of arid. land 
into terms,

Forms Standardization 
for General Use. 


FABER NAMED PRESIDENT 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 


The District of Columbia Conference 
of Bank Auditors and Comptrollers 
came into existence yesterday at a 
meeting of auditors, comptrollers, and 
other representatives of the member 
— of the District Bankers Associa- 
tion. 

The association -hich is the thirty- 
first chapter established, comes under 
the direction of the clearing house sec- 
tion of the American Bankers Associa- 
tion and is the outgrowth in the Dis- 
trict of the committee of standardized 
banking forms of the District Bankers 
Association, which for the past three 
years has accomplished s0 much in the 
way of standardization of forms, under 
the progressive chairmanship of E. J. 
McQuade, vice president of Liberty Na- 
tional Bank. While this organization 
does not in any way lessen the re- 
Sponsbilities of the Bankers’ Associa- 
tion committee, it will in a large degree 
lessen the work of the committee so far 
®s research cr preparation of forms for 
general use is concerned. 

The work of the new conference, 
which will be assoclated with ‘the na- 
tional organization of the Assoclated 
Conferences of Bank Auditors and Comp- 
trollers, will be along well defined lines 
giving particular attention to the stand- 
erdization of banking forms in the 
District of Columbia. The importance 
attached to the standardization of 
forms has been emphasized within the 
rast year by the holding of conferences 
throughout the world and the activities 
of the national organization of which 
the Washington banks have become a 
part, show that the subject of standard- 
{zation of banking forms is receiving 
the attention of business men of all 
nations. 

The organization meeting yesterday 
resulted in the election of the follow- 
ing officers, all of whom have been ac- 
tive in the work of the committee 
headed by E. J. McQuade, and which 
through its various recommendations 
has brought about the introduction of 
the untformity of bank forms in the 
local banking institutions.

PLANS LIABILITY CHANGES 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Richmond, Va., Feb. 23.—By a vote 
of 29 to 30, the house of delegates to- 
day rejected a resolution providing for 
an amendment to the constitution 
which would give political subdivisions 
the right to assess against abutting 
property owners to cover the cost of 
street improvements. The fight against 
the measure was led by Delegate E. C. 
Folkes, of Richmond. 

As it now stands Arlington County 
is the only county in the State which 
may levy such assessments and it was 
because of Arlington County that the 
measure was defeated. It was a part of 


the reorganization amendment passed 
by the special session last year, but 
was thrown out from the rest this year 
when it was learned that in the mean- 
time an earlier amendment designed to 
give the right to Arlington had been 
ratified The introduction .today was 
to put the amendment on its way again, 
but opponents made good use of thetr 
time. 

Senator Frank L. Ball, of Arlington 
has introduced a bill to make eligible 
for school board positions in Virginia 
all United States Government em- 
pioyees in Washington departments 
The measure was brought out. he said 
to correct a condition In his county 
which 1s largely inhabited by persons 
who work for the Federal Government 
Last year one Arlington County schoo:

Newspaper Sends Reporter to 
Find Girl’s Assailant; 
Chase Leads Far. 


ENDS AT KANSAS CITY 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Chicago, Feb. 23.—One of the most 
remarkable man hunts ever conducted 
by a newspaper ended in Kansas City, 
Kans., early yesterday when Mala- 
chi Crowe, a negro former convict 
wanted in Winnetka, where he is ace 
cused of a brutal attack on Ruth Simp- 
son, last September, was arrested in 


the home of Jay V. Holmes, prominent 
attorney, where Crowe was employed 
as @ S¢rvant. 

Sergt. Willaitm Roe, of the Chicago 
Detective Bureau, led the squad of

3 COMMITTEES NAMED 
TO CONSIDER PROBLEMS 
Administration Hiding Noth- 
ing in Tests Made and Ques- 
tionnaire, Ballou Says. 


Intensive study of problems arising 
out of the division of elementary 
schools into X, Y and Z groupings, in- 
volving size of classes and cost of in- 
struction under the system, yesterday 
was ordered by Superintendent of 
Schools Frank W. Ballou. 

Three committees of administrative 
and supervisory officers of the school 
system were appointed to consider the 
problems and report their findings to 
the superintendent’s office before July 
1. The appointments were made at aé 
meeting of the administrative and su- 
pervisory staff yesterday at the Frank- 
lin Administration Building. 

Inder the system of X, Y 
grouping, school children are being 
classified according to their intelli- 
gence, as revealed by mental tests. The 
X classification indicates a “superior 
child;” the Y, an “average child,” and 
the Z, a “retarded child.” 


Will Seek 


Two of the committees named yester- 
day will. direct their efforts to de-4 
termining “financial and educational 
justification” for sizes of X, Y and @ 
classes, Dr. Ballou said. Under the 
financial heading they have been 
asked to decide the following questions:

“Is increased cost for teachers neces- 
sary in X, Y and Z groupings? If so, 
why? if not, how can it be avoided? To 
what extent can the principal control 
the teaching cost in his building?” 

From the educational angle they will 
be asked, “‘How small should Z classes) 
be, how large may X classes be and how 
large may Y classes be?” The tiird 
committee will seek to determine what 
manner of technical certification should 
be made on the completion of the 
course of study in elementary schools, 
junior high schools and senior high 
schools. 

Dr. Ballou yesterday dented that the 
school administration is trying to “hide 
anything” in connection with its pro- 
gram of intelligence testing. Officials 
feel the effectiveness of the tests would 
be destroyed if the nature of the ques- 
tions asked were published, and thus 
made available to pupils who were to 
take the examinations, Dr. Ballou said 
that the system is no more “on trial” 
than any other phase of the school 
program.
